“Sure | was. | tried 
to forget about it when | 
wrestled, but | would secretly 
count the minutes of my 
matches in. my head as they 
progressed. When the clock 
approached 15 minutes, | would 
always finish off my opponent 
as quickly as | could. | knew | 
was a long way from.the record, 
but | wanted to at least catch up 
to guys like The Sheik and Killer 
Kowalski.

I mean? Maybe, deep down, I have 
a certain affection for rulebreakers 
because I was once one of them. 
Take the Rhodes-Bockwinkle 
match I refereed. 

“Bockwinkle pulled some pretty 
cheap tricks. Brought back some 
fond memories,” he said softly. 
“Now as a member of society, what 
Bockwinkle did angered me. I 
knew it upset the fans. You have to 
expect that. Fans don’t have to be 
impartial. But refs do. And so do 
writers.” His eyes narrowed 
solemnly. 

“Lots of writers tend to sway 
with the wind, and they jump on 
the bandwagon of a good guy. 
What they don’t understand is that 
the sport needs both. You may hate 
the rulebreakers, but this whole 
sport would go down the tubes 
without them.” McShane lifted his 
wiry frame half-way out of 
the chair. 

“When I wrestled I expected to 
be booed. But I was as important 
as the guy I beat to a bloody pulp. 
Unfortunately, most fans and 
writers don’t understand. At best, 
the refs do.” 


Referee McShane keeps a close watch on 
battlers Mongolian Stomper and Peter 
Maivia. Rulebreakers find it hard to cheat 
when McShane referees. 


McShane walked in a tight 
circle, sighed and slumped back 
into the chair. 

“This is such a complicated, yet 
simple sport. It’s hard to pull back 
and see who’s telling the truth. A 
guy like Heenan is immediately 
suspected, but someone like, say 
Skoaland, isn’t. What’s to stop a 
scientific wrestler from lying 
through his teeth? That’s your job, 
to find out who’s the liar. Mine, 
well, I just try to keep some order 
in the ring.” 

Heenan’s comments had 
annoyed - me. McShane’s had 
disturbed me. Perhaps I was guilty 
of prejudice. Sure, I’d seen a lot of 
rulebreaker brutality. But could 
they be wrong every time? 

Maybe I was letting the public 
down. I resolved to follow up on 
that story in North Carolina. 
Something about a new league run 
by rulebreakers. I'll report on it 
next month.
